JEFFERSON CITY, March 10.—Gov. 
Hadley today vetoed the Democratiic 
bills providing for 


Comptroller Taussig received Friday a 
check for $406.49, payable to the city, 
from the William Hartman Commission 
Co. of 901 North Third street, contract- 
or for the supply of vegetables to. the 
city Industrial School. By this pay- 
ment the company refunded to the city 
money which the city had paid for veg- 
etables supposed to have been delivered 
at the school. Instead of the vegetables, 
it has been learned, the company deliv- 
ered fruit, through an understanding 
with Allen P. Richardson, the recently 
deposed and indicted superintendent. 

Richardson, it is now charged, had the 
fruit delivered at his own home and 
had it made into preserves for his own 
usé€ and the use of his relatives. 

When Richardson's home was searched 
after he had neen deposed from the su- 
perintendency, the cellar was found full 
of preserves. 

Taussig suspected that the preserves 
had been made from fruit delivered to 
Richardson in place of other supplies 
called for by the contract, and he be- 
gan an investigation which resulted in 
the recovery of the money Friday. 

Hartman was willing to make resti- 
tution to the city when he realized that 
he was liable to suit on his contract, 
although he is loser not only the $406.49 
but the fruits he furnished to Richard- 
son as well. He said Richardson had de- 
ceived him. 

The Hartman company had a contract 
with the city to deliver at the Industrial

A conscience-stricken burglar has 


amazed residents of Belleville. Watches, 
rings and a revolver stolen in nocturnal 
visits have been returned in neat pack- 
ages hung on doorknobs at. night. 

In February, 1909, a burglar entered 
the home of A. A. Hartnagel, 426 Doug- 
las avenue, and stole a gold watch, six 
gold rings and a revolver.

Father Read to Son, Declared” ™ 
Meant to Annoy. 


Quotations from the Bible were used 
by attorneys for Mrs. Cora L. Korb 
in a brief filed Friday in Mrs. Korb’s 


suit for divorce from the Rev.’ Arno B. 
Korb and custody of their 4-year-old 
son Theodore. 

The attorneys insist that the verses 
read by the mfnister to his little son, 
according to his testimony, are not such 
as can be understood by a child, and 
were read for the purpose of harassing a 
bereaved family. The case was taken 
under advisement by Judge Allen. 

The Rev. Mr. Korb testified that, on 
a visit to the,jhome of Mrs. Korb’s 
parents to see hi son, he read a quota- 
tion from the Bible in which were the 
words, ‘‘The Ungodly Shall Perish.’”’ He} 
said his purpose was to teach the Bible 
meaning to his son. Mrs. Korb testl- 
fied that the quotation referred to her 
mother, who died in January, ‘and’ was 
intended only ‘to -annoy: Mrs. Korb. 
The brief sets out that the quotation 
is contained in the First Psalm, which 
is too deep in its teachings to be under- 
stood by a child of four. 

‘‘He did not read to his son such" quo- 
tations as “Suffer little children to come 
unto me’ and>other ‘sentences that chil- 
dren can understand,’’ the brief cites. 
The attorneys give this as a reason 
why the minister should not be given 
the custody of his child.. They also 
urge that Korb made a body-servant of 
his wife by compelling her to shine his 
shoes and do other-menial] duties.

“I wish to remove an erroneous im- 


pression prevailing in the United States, 
that Iam discontented with the present 
government of Mexico and that I am 
even capable of fomenting a revolution 


there. 

“That President Diaz intrusted me 
with my present mission is itself suf- 
ficient proof of his complete confidence 
i» my loyalty.” 

Gen. Reyes, lately Governor of the 
State of Nuevo Leon, in Northern Mex- 
ico, and formerly War Minister in 
Diaz’s Cabinet, is in Europe ostensibly 
to study the military organization of 
the powers, with a view to reorganizing 
Mexico’s army. There was a general 
belief that his departure from Mexico 
was in the nature of a sugar-coated de- 
cree of exile. 

Diaz Not Seriously Il. 

“IT can deny positively the report that 
President Diaz is dying,” said Gen. 
Reyes in the course of an important in- 
terview with the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent. “I reeeived a private cable- 
gram through the Mexican legation here 
today, stating that Diaz's illness is not 
serious. I believe the President will live 
several years. Although he is 8, 10 
years older than I am, he is wonder-| 
fully robust; he can tire men out at any 
military exercise, 

“The whole issue in Mexico lies in a 
nutshell,”’ said Gen. Reyes. “We want 
a firm, continuous internal policy to 
stifle the anarchy which has smoldered 
in Mexico for 50 years. This policy is 
represented in the person of President 
Diaz. 

“The so-called popular grievance which 
lies back of the present movement in 
Mexico relates’ to the electoral ques- 
tion, as applied to the vice-presidency. 
Once the present agitation in Mexico 
is ended, the Government will be ready 
to consider certain reforms, but it re- 
fuses to have its hand forced. We be- 
lieve peace alone can bring 
prosperity to the couutry.” 

Would Pacify Mexico. 

“Should President Diaz die?” the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent asked. 

‘Then I and a few of my countrymen 
would unite to restore order,” sair Gen. 
Reyes. “Personally, before taking arms 
against the insurgents I would bo ready 
to discuss a basis for a mutual arrange- 
ment.” 

“Then you do not look with favor on 
the idea of intervention in Mexico by 
the United States?” 

“Absolutely no,” was the prompt reply. 
“But I prefer not to discuss the mobil- 
ization of the United States Army and 
fleet in Texas, and the neighboring wa- 
ters, because incorrect reports about 
President Diaz’s health have put us in 
a false position with our neighbors to 
the north. 

“What I insist upon is this,” Gen. 
Reyes emphasized in conclusion, *“*‘Mex- 
ico is‘strong enough to manage and set- 
tle her internal affairs.” 

A few years ago Gen. Bernardo Reyes 
was generally regarded in Mexico as the 
logical successor of Diaz. One result of 
the presidential campaign of 194 was 
the rupture of friendly relations be- 
tween Diaz and Reyes. A then some- 
what complicated situation was relieved 
by the creation of the office of Vice- 
president. Ramon Corral was elected to 
that office. Last year Reyes was backed 
by a strong party for the vice-presiden- 
cy, but was sent out of the country 


before the election.

The Mexican 
legation in Berlin publishes a vigorous 
denial of the statement that President 
Diaz is ill and asserts on the contrary 
that the-President enjoys the best of 
health, according to a cable message 
received today. 

The Mexican Minister, Senor de Icaza, 
informed several reporters today that 
he could see no reason to believe that 
the revolution really is so alarming. He 
asserted that exaggerated reports were 
being circulated in Europe, due to in- 
accurate statements appearing in Amer- 
ican newspapers. When asked what 
object the press could have in spread- 
ing a false alarm/ he replied: ‘‘Ameri- 
ca’s military preparations give the an- 
swer.’’ 


One Paper’s Version. 
The Radical Mérgen Post, probably 


the least jingoistic of the big German 
papers, says: 

“It is understandable why the Ameri- 
can Government should wish to be pre- 
pared in the event of necessity to in- 
terfere to protect the enormous inter- 
ests of the Standard Oil Trust and other 
American investments, but anyone who 
has noted certain machinations of the 
American trusts in Mexico will not be 
able to resist the impression that the 
present mobilization is in no wise in- 
tended merely to protect foreign inter- 
ests. It is openly stated here that the 
Standard Oil Trust is supporting the 
revolutionaries, and in Washington and 
New York certain influential persons 
long have been agitating for the seizure 
of Mexican territory.” 


Sees Taft Move. 
Finally the Morgen Post says Presi- 


dent Taft easily may have arranged 
for a great patriotic coup to restore the 
prestige of the Republican administra- 
tion. 

“Since Mr. Taft has every reason,”’ 
it says, “to try and freshen up the 
very faded prestige of the Republican 
party by a great, successful coup, dis- 
trustful people may well consider that 
the American mobilization has a very 
different purpose than that of protect- 
ing foreign interests.’’ 

' The idea of stirring up foreign com- 
plications in order to distract attention 
from domestic troubles is regarded by 
Americans here as essentially German. 
Quieting Powers Scattered, 

The Tagliche Rundeschau says: 

“American diplomats understand their 
business. While they work feverishly 
at hurrying forward troops, they skill- 
fully scatter around quieting rumors in 
the shape of misleading statements.” 

The Boersen Courier, the organ of the 
big German banks, says: 

*“‘Mexican statements that Diaz is not 
ill and that the revolution is not im: 
portant, must simply be regarded as a 
zame of hide and seek until conclusive 
proof is offered that Diaz really is able 
finally to control the revolution, which 
a dozen times has been described as 
practically suppressed.’’

IS STILL UNSOLVED 


Timepiece Disappeared 5 Years 
Ago While Owner Was in 
Tub at Bath House. 


ARREST AND SUIT OVER IT 


Proprietor of Baths Spent $400 
in Defense and Bather Nearly 
“as Much, 


The mystery of a gold watch lost five 
years ago in @ bath house, for the loss 
of which the owner of the bath was ar- 
rested, acquitted and afterward unsuc- 
cesstully sued in the Circuit Court, ended 
Friday noon, when the watch was re- 
turned a8 mysteriously as it disap- 


peared. 

To defend himself against the accusa- 
tion of having embezzled the watch, the 
owner of the bath spent $400 court costs 
and lawyers’ fees. The owner of the 
watch spent nearly the same amount. 

Aug. 2, 1906, Jacob Friedman of™16 
Collinsville avenue, East St. Louis, went 
to the bath kept by Isaac Keslovsky, 
1020 High street, St. Louis. Before going 
into the tub he gave the owner $8 and 
his gold watch, worth $100, to hold for 
him. When he came out of the bath 
Koslovsky handed him his $8. 

Given to Another Man. 

“Where is my watch?’ asked Fried- 
man. 

“You gave me no watch,” answered 
Koslovsky. “I had a watch here like 
the one you describe, but it was hand- 
ed to me by another man and I re- 
turned it to him when he came from his 
bath.”’ 

He had Koslovsky arrested. The case 
was tried in the Criminal Court and 
Koslovsky was acquitted. Then Fried- 
man sued him in the Circuit Court to 
recover the value of the watch and 
again Koslovsky won. 

Last Nevember Koslovsky received a 
letter from New Orleans addressed to 
Isaac Cogloze. It said: “If you will 
write me I think I can give you val- 
uable information if you are the party 
who kept the bath house en High street 
when a gold watch disappeared in 
1906.’” | 7 
Advised to Find Owner. 

Koslovsky answered and a correspond- 
ence followed which resulted in the 
watch being returned to him by express 
Friday. 

iLoslovsky closed his bath, ,house.. He 
lives at 1231 South Fourteenth street. He 
took the watch to the police aid they 
‘Advised him to find Friedman and re- 
turn it to him, which he will try to do. 

The package from New Orleans con- 
taining the watch was sent by GQ. 
Adams, 411 St. Peter street. How he 
got the watch is not known.

HOW DESPAIRLED 
MOTHER TO KILL 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 10.—The pros- 
ecution continued efforts today’ to prove 
that Mrs, Edith Melber on Jan, 6 last 
killed her 5-year-old son George by giv- 
ing him carbolic acid in a lonely swamp 
in the outskirts of Albany. 

Six witnesses were sworn and Dis- 
trict Attorney Sanford expected today 
to get before the jury the confession 
made by Mrs. Melber to the Rochester 
police following her arrest in that city. 

Mrs. Melber exhibits little concern in 
the evidence that is being produced 
against her. 

That Mrs. Melber’s husband died in. the 
poorhouse; that a child was born to her 
there: that no attention was. paid to 
them, and that no aid was given them 
in getting out of the poorhouse, were 
facts brought out during the cross-ex- 
amination by the defénse. 

Mrs. Mary Smith, a grand;aunt of the 
boy, testified that Mrs. Melber had tried 
to ‘place the child in an institution, but 
that the authoriffés had refused to ac- 
cept him.\ Then she asked Mrs. Smith 
to .take him. The witness said her hus- 
band wanted to adopt the child, but Mrs. 
Melber would not permit legal adoption. 

When the accused woman left the 
house with the boy, she said: 

“Don’t be surprised if you hear that I 
have committed suicide.’”’ When she re- 
turned sbe said she had placed the child 
in-a home. .

NEW YORK, March 10.—Wall street 
heard a report today ‘that there has 
been a hitch in the program for the an- 
nual meeting of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, to be held next Tuesday in St. 

Louis. 

According to this story, Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. and the Rockefeller interests ob- 
ject to the activity of Frank J. Gould 
and Middendorf, Williams & CGo., his 
bankers, of Baltimore, who are seeking 
proxies for the purpose of attempting to 
elect a membe of the board to repre- 
sent Gould individually. The banking 
firm has issued a letter disclaiming any 
intention whatever to seek control of 
the new property or to cause any em- 
barrassment to George J. Gould and 
his new banking allies. They claim the 
right. however, to attempt to obtain 
representation. 

The stipulations signed 10 days ago 
between George J. Gould and the Rocke- 
feller-Kuhn-Loeb syndicate, call for the 
retirement of Frank J. Gould as a di- 
rector. The bankers assert that George 
J. Gould is in a position to prevent the 
carrying out of his brother’s plan and if 
he desires to keep faith with his new 
allies, he should induce Frank to retire 
from the contest. 

This suggestion was made by them to 
George Gould, who protested that: he 
has no influence over his brother and 
therefore cannot cause him to with- 
draw his request for proxies. The other 
members of the Gould ‘amily will cast 
their votes with George J. Gould and 
the banking syndicate, who have an 
overwhelming majority. 

The ‘selection of a successor to George 
J. Gould as president of the Missouri 
Pacific still is undecided. Among the 
names mentioned now are those of 
Julius Kruttschmitt, vice-president of 
the Union Pacific; F. A. Delano, presi- 
dent of the Wabash, and J. W. Ken- 
drick, vice-president of the Atchison. 
IF. D. Underwood of the Erie 4s said 
to have declined to be considered a pos- 
sibility.

ABATE Tht SMOKE 


Professor Says Chain Grates 
Are Needed Where So‘t 
Coal Is Used. 





Fifteen chief engineers of some of 
the largest coal-using concerns in St. 
Louis attended the lecture of Prof. 8. 
W. Parr on “Coal and Combustion,” 
Thursday night at the Railroad Y. M. 
C A., Twentieth and Eugenia streets. 
The engineers said that most of the 
firms mentioned as violators of the 


smoke laws are in sympathy with the 
smoke abatement movement, and de- 
sire to find a praetical way of ridding 
the city of the smoke nuisance. 

Prof. Parr is professor of applied 
chemistry at the University ef Illinois. 
He told his audience that the only way 
to abate smoke from soft coal here is 
to use a chain grate and tile arches. 

How the Chains Work, 

As explained by Prof. Parr, the chain 
grate is made of chains, which keep 
turning like a treadmill, continuously 


throwing eff at one end of the furnace 


the burnt coals which ghave become 
ashes. This does away with open doors 
and shuts off air, which, he said, is 
conducive to smoke. 

The arched tiles cause double com- 
bustion while the grate is turning, he 
said, by throwing the heat on the coals 
instead of letting it pass through the 
chimney. 

‘“Tllinois ceal is very productive of 
smoke,”’ he declared, ‘The prosecutors 
of 8t. Louls plants should be lenient 
with engineers and firemen, because 
smoke {s not caused so much by man’s 
inefficiency as by the lack of proper 
arrangements in the furnaces and heat- 


J ers.”’

The Republicans from St. Louis have 
succeeded in making the other Repub- 
licans believe the bill is a political one 
and that it is against the interests of 
the Republican party in St. Louis for it 
to become a law, and the entire minor- 
ity side of the Benate is fighting the Dill. 

Bill Net Im Danger. 

There will be a few Democrats vote 
with the Republicans, but the bill is not 
believed to be in any danger in the 
Senate. When the bill passes the Sen- 
ate it will go to the House for the con- 
currence of that body. Although the Dill 
was defeated for engrossment in the 
House by nearly twenty votes, Repre- 
sentative Hull of Platte County, who is 
it’s sponsor there, says he has found a 
pronounced change of sentiment, and 
that he believes when it is placed on its 
final passage in the House it will have 
a sufficient number of votes. 

The St. Louis members of the House, 
all Republicans, have abandoned nearly 
every other measure in their efforts to 
stem the tide of votes which is chang- 
ing. After the failure of the bil? for en- 
grossment the Republicans felt so sure 
that it was buried that for a time they 
neglected to cultivate the country mem- 
bers, and on the game Dill and several 
other megsures voted in oppssition to 
the desires of many members from the 
country. These members, many of 
vhom opposed the municipal courts bill 
for engrossment, are now declaring that 
they favor it and will vote for it. 

The bill sill go to the House Wednes- 
day if the Senate passes it Tuesday, and 
may come up for final passage in the 
House Wednesday. 

Senator Alroy S. Phillips, a young St. 
Louls member of the General Assembly, 
hegan an argument against the bill to- 
day with the statement: “The indorse- 
ment of this bill by the St. Louis Bar 
Association is not worth the paper it is 
written on,’’ 

He did not explain his statement fur- 
ther, but discussed the bill largely from 
a constitutional standpoint. He violated 
the general practice of the Senate by 
refusing to answer questions which Sen- 
ators McAllister, Buford* and others 
asked him. 

The bill] came up for final passage in 
the Senate shortly before néon. Sen- 
ator McAllister explained the bill brief- 
ly, telling of the abuses in the Justioe 
of the Peace courts in St. Louis. He 
was followed by Phillips. 

In refusing to answer questions, Phil- 
lips said: 

“T will not be interrogated, I want to 
make a speech and I am going to make 
Rye 

Senator Ai E. L. Gardner of St. Louis, 
another Republican, opposed the bill. 
His argument was devoted to a great 
extent to the line that the Senate should 
vote against the bill because the mem- 
bers from St. Louis were opposed to it.

PLEASANT PRAIRID, Wis., March 
0.—Hardly a house in the thickly popu- 
lated farming country in a radius of 
five miles from here is habitable today, 
as a result of the explosion last night 
of five magazines filled. with dynamite 
and black powder at the Dupont de Ne- 
mours Power Co. plant. The biast 
caused a property loss of $1,500,000, and 
produced a shock felt for more than 


1060 miles. 
BH. SS. Thompson, a fereman, was 


killed, one man was seriously injured 
and several hundred were painfully 
hurt. The greater number of residents 
of this village, Bristél and the /sur- 
rounding country have packed their re- 
maining household goods and moved 
away, to remain until their homes can 
be rebuilt. .All wear patches and ban- 
dages, and many are limping. 

There is stil? at the plant in open 
shape, liable Jo instant explosion, 
eneugh gunpowder to cause far greater 
damage than did the blast last night. 

The five magasines which exploded 
contained 150 tons ef finished dynamite, 
180 tons of dynamite unfinished, 8000 
kegs of finished giant powder and %,- 
000 kegs of unfinished giant powder. 

There are elght small cars of dyna- 
mite stored on a spur near the plant, 
according to Sheriff Stahl. The super- 
intendent refused to state the amount 
of powder in the buildings, but said 


and 2 smaller separate store buildings 
ali centained explosives in some quan- 


tity. 

Spark Would Cause Biast. 
There are still five bufldings centain- 
ing blasting powder needing only & 
spark to cause an explosion with a rep- 
etition of last night’s damage, accord- 
ing to Dale Bumstead, superintendent 
of the Chicago division of the powder 


company. 


Immediately after the superintendent's 
arrival from Chicago, a guard was 
thrown more closely about the com- 
pany’s property, and ne one is per- 
mitted to approach within a mile of the 
wrecked plant. 

Mr. Bumstead said the exact cause of 
the accident could not be learned. It 
came in the glazing or finishing room 
and, according to the superintendent, a 
spark from a hammer blow or from a 


| broken piece of machinery flying against 


the wall or floor might have caused the 
explosion. 

In the glazing room, the powder is in 
the shape of cylinders, and is under the 
influence of heat. Powder men here 
say that too high a degree of heat might 
have caused the blast.

Stones Strew Reaés.

H. A. King, in an ad- 
jeining room, was thrown to the floor 
unconscious by the shock. The roads 
and fields in the vicinity are strewn

**BOSTON—1915.°' 
“Boston—1915,” says the Boston Traveler, “is 
ready for business.” By that is meant that 
the five years agreed on as the period for re- 
faking Boston the two years of preparation have 
-@lapsed and the time of execution has arrived. 
Before the end of 1915 Boston expects to have 
transformed itself physically, socially, govern- 
mentally and in 10 other ways. The suggestions

The campaign of the stand-patters has been 
outlined if not clearly defined.

A duty of 50 per cent on woolens 
would encourage importations and bring reve- 
nue whereas the 100 per cent rate forbids im- 
portations And gives the Government no revenue 
at all. 

Under a properly adjusted tariff trade wil! be 
encouraged and increased, not penalized and 
hampered. Revenue enough is the smallest dit- 
ficulty that confronts the Democrats. But it is 
the bogie the stand-patters are going to set up to 
fright the souls of the faithful followers of privi-

MUNICIPAL COURTS BILL HAS A CHANCE. 

The Senate will pass the Municipal Courts 
pill. There is a belief that the measure has a 
chance in the House, which refused to send it 
to en ent last week. This belief is based 
on the fact that certain Democratic members 
feel that their votes against engrossment oper- 
ated to discharge in full their promises to the 
St. Louls spoils delegation. 

Whether it was or was not such a discharge 
is a practical question of log-rojling, but not a 
matter of general ethical concern. The first ob- 
ligation of every member of the Assgmbly is to 
the people. No agreement with other members 
can annul this primary debt or be superior to it.

A SOUTHERN SEMI-CENTENNIAL. 
A principal purpose of the Southern Commercial 
Congress at Atlanta this week was to celebrate 
the year as a semi-centennial (1861-1911) by mak- 
ing an authentic record of the South’s “victories 
in peace” during 50 years. 

Included as a member of the Southwestern 
group, Missouri is able to show its “means” or 
“estimated true wealth,” increasing from co-op- 
eration with its neighbors, until it is now cred- 
ited in billions of dollars, with nearly twice the 
total of the eight South Central states in 1880, 
while they in their turn have increased until 
their total is over three times that of Missouri 
this year, and more than five times their own 
total in 1870. 

As a Southern semi-centennial record, the re- 
ports made, state by state at Atlanta, fulfill their 
purpose by showing how much life can be made 
to: mean in increased values and opportunities, 
in spite of the worst disadvantages, including 
those of politics. The victories it boasts are 
those of voluntary co-operation and of free 
American initfative. The world has no half cen- 
tury in which the results have been more re- 

markable. In celebrating the semi-centennial of 
1861 the South shows the meaning of “Recon- 
struction,” as it has reconstructed itself volun- 
tarily outside of politics since 1880.

clarity of" expression. The position you have 
taken is in line with the best thought of the 
day. 

The healing of the sick is always an art and 
will likely remain so to the end of time. Of 
course the science of medicine will advance along 
new lines as the race grows wiser, but there is 
after all. a vast difference between medicine and 
healing. Medicine is what we do to alleviate pain 
and bodily or mental distress, while healing is, 
in the last analysis, always a psychic process, 
over which man has but an indirect control. All 
that the best healer or physician can do is to 
make use of certain known material remedies or 
mental formulae which are calculated to stimu- 
late the real agency which does the curing. 

Since each person ig a law unto himself, what 
will help one will not always help another. The 
mental attitude, the temperament, the ensuing 
physical conditions, and other equally important 
factors are too often entirely ignored by the best 
doctors of orthodox medicine. All of these things, 
however, have a great part to play fm the phenom- 
ena of healing. 

Bo we believe that you are entirely right when 
you assert that only in perfect medical freedom 
is the way to safety. A vigorous protest against 
the measure you have unearthed will be waged 
by the league for which I write.

“Experience shows that women do not 
object to polygamy when it is custom- 
ary; on the contrary, they are its most 
ardent supporters,’”’ he declares. “The 
reason is obvieus. The question, as it 
presents itself in practice to a woman, 
is whether it is better to have, say, a 
whole share in a tenth-rate man or a 
tenth share in a first-rate man. 

“Substitute the word Income for the 
word Man and you will have the ques- 
tion as, it presents itself economically 
to the dependent woman. 

‘The woman whose instincts are ma- 
ternal, who desires superior children 
more than anything else, never hesi- 
tates. She would take a thousandth 
share, if necessary, in a husband who 
was a man in a thousand, rather than 
have some comparatively weedy weak- 
ling all to herself. It is the compara- 
tively weedy weakling, left mateless by 
polygamy, who objects. Thus, it was 
not the women of Salt Lake City nor 
even of America who attacked Mormen 
polygamy. It was the men. And very 
naturally. On the other hand, women 
object to polyandry, because polyandry 
enables the best women to monopolize 
all the men, just as polygamy enables 
the best men to monopolize all the 
women. That is why all our ordinary 
men and women are unanimous in de- 
fense of monogamy, the men because it 
excludes polygamy, the women because 
it excludes polyandry.” 


F we are to make 
sucess we must limit it. If we 
have two women to every one 
man we must allow each man only two 
wives. That is simple; but unfortunately 
our own actual propertion is, roughly, 
something like.1 1-1f woman to 1 man. 
Now you cannot enact that each man 
shall be allowed 1 1-11 wives, or that 
each woman who cannot get a husband 
all to herself shall divide herself be- 
tween eleven already married husbands. 
Thus there is no way out fer us through 
polygamy. 

“There is no way at all out of the 
present system of condemning the super- 
fluous women to barrenness, except by 
legitimizing the children of women who 
are not married to the fathers. 

“The right to bear a child, perhaps 
the most sacred of all woman’s rights, 
is not one that should have any con- 
ditions attached to it except in the iIn- 
terests of race weifare. There are many 
women of admirable character, strong, 
capable, independent, who dislike the 
domestic habits of men: have no natura! 
turn of mothering and coddling them: 
and find the concession of conjugal 
rights to any person under any condi- 
tions intolerable by their self-respect. 
“Yet the general sense of the cem- 
munity recognizes in these very wemen 
the fittest people to have charge of chi!- 
dren, and trusts them, as scheolmistress 
and matrons of institutions, more than 
women of any other type when it is 
possible to procure them for such work. 
Why should the taking of a husband 
be imposed on these women as the pnce 
of their maternity? I am quite unable 
to answer that question.”’ 

The only alternative Mr, Shaw sees 
to the practical abolition of marriage 
his suggestion would bring about is pre- 
yented by free, unlimited divorce. 

And here we arrive at the moral of 
“Getting Married,"’ which seems to be 
that marriage is a more or less prelimi- 
mary to divorce.
